On tht) occa-iitm of

eclipse of the moon, which occurred 
on the night of Outclx>r 21, Ifi-i, jt 
was not only cloudy at Virginia City, 
but there prevailed a furious and 
blinding snow-storm. Not a glimpse 
of the heavens or of the rising moon 
could be obtained when evening set 
in. 
Not to loso a spectacle BO grand 


aa a total eclipsn of tbe mooa, I de- 
termined to nvtke the ascent of 
Mount Davidson and so reach a 
point above the 
clouds. Accom- 


panied by u half doz'-n f^fiids, I 
started a few minutes before 8o'clock 
in tlie evening, ami, pressing upward 
through the fast-fulling snow, and 
tlioaglt the dense cloud-muss, which 
we entered on the upper slopes jf 
(lie 
mountain, at 10 o'clock we 


reached the topmost peak, and to onr 
delight found that we at lust stood 
above the clouds ami the storm. 


It was one of the grandest sights 


ever witnessed by mortals. As far as 
the eye c^uld reach, on all sides, 
stretched a level sen of t-londs. All 
tbe 
surrounding mountains were 


shot—all tbe lower world was Hid- 
den; all bat the extreme point of tlie 
bare crranite peak on which we stood, 
v little island some fifty feet in cir- 
cumference, with tbe till flag-stuff 
standing in its centre. High above, 
the fall moon shone in splendor, and 
in all quarters of the heavens the 
•tars twinkled brightly. The air wait 
keen and frosty, bnt we were pro- 
vided with blanket overcoat* and 
mufflers.

In 
the diatanco this appeared to be mo- 
tionless, but nearer it all moved 
slowly and majestically from west to 
east, while, at the same time, a peon- 
liar swaying np and down was seen 
as it passed along. 
On and across 


the crests of these cloud waves, or 
rather cloud swells, wero observed 
to run and faintly flicker such tints 
aa are seen in mother-of-pearl. 
All 


this was very beautiful, but with it 
came a sense of isolation from tbe 
world—a feeling of loneliness that 
was most depressing. 
However, as 


the moon began to entei the shadow 
of the earth there were so many and 
su',-h wonderful changes in the ap- 
pearance of ail about us, that our 
loneliness find littleness were for- 
gotten. 


Tbe sen about us, which before 


had shown only the tints of tbe pearl 
now took on tho hue of amber, but 
still floated paat and gently waved 
np and down us had the sea of peurl. 
As the obscuration progressed, the 
more distant portion of the cloud-sea 
changed from amber to brown, and 
this to black, closing in npon us 
from all siden, but most from the 
northward. In our immediate vicin- 
ity all had changed from amber to a 
deep bnrnt sienna singe. 
So deep 


iUid deoidud w.is tkis tint that at one 
time, for the space of some minutes, 
it seemed to pervade the whole at- 
moiphere; our clothing partook of it 
and the dag sHtT near which we stood 
looked like a great rod of rusty iron. 


During this dark stage a heavy 


breezo sprang up, and the swells in 
the vapory sea surrounding na wero 
tossed far higher than before. At 
times these billows rolled many feet 
above onr hp.ids, nnd tho eclipss bt>- 
itig then nearly total, we were some- 
tirnti, for iniiutes, left in midnight 
darkness, and bnt for tlie lanterns 
we had carried up the monntain, and 
which were standing at the foot cf 
the ilaj-staff, we could not see our 
liands when held before our faces. 
But these wares of darkness seldom 
lasted more than two or three miu- 
n^es, and we luui, from first to last, 
an imposing and deeply impressive 
view of the eolipse. It is probable 
that a total eclipse of tho moon was 
never observed under precisely such 
circumstances as was this by cur lit- 
tle party standing on a monntain 
peak above the clouds. As the eclipse 
passed off, about the same phenom- 
ena was ob&erved abovo and about 
ns aa in its coming on. 


Being chilled to the very marrow 


in oar bones, we left the top of tho 
mountain, however, while nearly holf 
tho face of the moon was still ob- 
scured. * * * * Not one of the 
party will ever forget that tuU) 
eflipse of tho moon, seen from old 
Mount Davidson's topmost height, 
nearly 8,000 feet above the level of 
the sea.
